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Building More Highways 


The Sate Highway Department's con- 


struction budget for 1967 as recently made 
public will set a new record in annual 
expenditures for highway improvements in 
the state. The aggregate disbursement, the 
commission has said, will be about $144 
millions, a landmark figure in the history 
of Wisconsin highway development. 


Several factors are involved in the 


greater spending power of the department 
Principal among them was the authoriza- 
tion of some acceleration in main line 
improvements by the legislature when it 
enacted a small increase in the motor fuel 
tax last summer. The act was accompanied 
by considerable resistance and partisan 
squabbling, but it is noteworthy, we 
believe, that the record has had little 
visible involvement in the campaign debate 
of this fall. If there is any candidate for 
the legislature or state office who is 
opposed to highway improvements, we 
have not heard from him. 


As we noted at the time, the initiative 


of the state government in fashioning a 
network of safe and efficient main roads is 
one of the positive and tangible and 
demonstrable avenues that can be taken 
for the fostering of economic growth in 
general and industrial progress in particu- 
lar. Wisconsin imports vast quantities of 
raw materials.

Are the taxpayers growing restless, or

Such an agreement will 
last of course only so long as the 
signatories feel it is to their advantage not 
to have other countries in possession of 
nuclear weapons. With the United States 
and Eussia having almost'a monopoly of 
deliverable warheads, this situation is 
possible. It is also possible that even De 
Gaulle would agree not to hand out the 
fissionable material as long as France has a 
small stockpile of her own. 


Obviously no one at present is going to 


convince 
Communist 
China 
that 
it 


shouldn't continue to develop its own 
nuclear power. But Red China, like other 
countries with such power, is certainly 
going to be reluctant to hand it over to 
anyone else. China would hardly want 
North Viet Nam to have nuclear weapons 
for fear that their use would bring the 
massive retaliatory power of the United 
States all the way to Peking. 


But the Indian attitude at present is the 


most difficult to overcome. India has no 
nuclear bombs and has insisted that its 
current development of nuclear power will 
be only for peaceful pursuits. But instead 
of aiding the effort to halt the spread of 
nuclear bombs, India has demanded in the

In the 
last decade it has become clear that many 
of the new nations have as great aspira- 
tions for power and as much hatred for 
their neighbors as was ever attributed to 
the former colonial powers. There is no 
reason to believe that what appear to us 
to be small conflicts would not be excuses 
for the use of nuclear weapons.

I have always believed that 


the office of mayor carries 
with it a certain degree of 
dignity and decorum which 
requires the office-holder to 
treat his department heads, 
aldermen and all with whom 
he deals officially with cour- 
tesy, respect and considera- 
tion.

budget, I would like to em- 
phasize the following points: 
All parents who (without fur- 
ther inquiry) call their alder- 
men to support the full budget 
cut should have careful second 
thoughts. This includes paro- 
chial school parents who plan 
to send their children to public 
schools at the 9th grade level 
and those who are considering 
closing the lower grades of 
certain 
parochial 
schools. 


When your children enter the 
public school system you will 
expect them to be given a 
good education comparable to 
that offered in any other 
Wisconsin city of this size. 


Are you aware that within 


three years all the Junior High 
Schools will once again be 
operating at capacity including 
the 
new Einstein 
School? 


Roosevelt 
School 
is 
over- 


crowded now and in desperate 
need of modernization and 
expansion. Wilson School has 
many similar needs though it 
is not at present overcrowded. 
We can accept the inevitable 
differences between a new and 
an old building but not the 
tremendous 
discrepancy in 


Mary Band and Chomn Moth- 
ers. Other officers included 
Mrs. Merton 
Schultz. vice 


president: Mrs. Adolph Guy- 
ette. treasurer, and Mrs. Paul

moveable equipment. These 
deficiencies make it inevitable 
that pupils attending Wilson 
and Roosevelt Schools are 
being denied equivalent educa- 
tional opportunities despite the 
comparable abilities of the 
teachers. 


Perhaps your child is plan- 


ning to study a foreign lan- 
guage 
(a requirement 
for 


college entrance. (I urge you 
to make a comparative visit at 
Einstein and Roosevelt Schools 
during Education Week. Per- 
haps you have a budding 
scientist in the family? At 
Einstein and Madison Schools 
two to three children share 
each microscope. At Wilson 
School six children share each 
microscope 
(borrowed 
for 


each class), but don't omit 
Roosevelt School from your 
tour. Roosevelt has one mi- 
croscope for the entire class 
and no flat tables for pupils to 
work on dissection, prepara- 
tion of slides, etc. Is this equal 
educational opportunity? 


While on your tour, look at 


the music and gym facilities, 
noting the inadequate size of 
the old gyms. If you child has 
a study hall period in me 
Roosevelt auditorium are you 
aware that the lighting is 
grossly inadequate for this 
purpose? 
The request 
for 


improved lighting has been cut 
from the budget year after 
year at the expense of the 
students' eyesight. Ask your 
principal about the repair and 
maintenance items which are 
automatically cut from the 
budget every year. Do you 
remember how long it took to 
get 
a watertight roof on 


Washington School? Jackson 
School's chimney was in ur- 
gent need of repair before it 
was demolished by lightning. 
Wilson School is again going to 
be denied a $200 thermostat to 
regulate the erratic heating 
system. 


Another proposed item to be 


cut from the budget involves 
the per capita allowance for 
library books. For the past 
three years Appleton has been 
warned that its expenditures 
are hovering at the state 
minimum requirements. The 
proposed cut this year could 
jeopardize receipt of state 
funds. 
The cut 
will also 


necessitate cancellation of all 
subscriptions to periodicals 
and magazines in school li- 
braries. Also, one librarian 
will be cut from the appropri- 
ation. 


Sports and athletics fans 


should be aware that the 
athletics subsidies will be 
dropped at both high schools. 
This means that all non-self- 
supporting athletic activities 


will probably be dropped. 
What athletic activity will be 
left 
for 
fee 
majority 
of 


students who are not on the 
football team? Do we care 
about the physical fitness of 
the entire student body? One 
physical education teacher for 
A.H.S. East 
wm also be 


dropped, and two janitors who 
may have been able to main- 
tain the new building ade- 
quately. 


Do you know that the entire 


summer school program will 
be dropped? Fifty per cent of 
the.summer school enrollment 
comes from 
the parochial 


schools. Perhaps you have a 
slow learner in your family. 
He will no longer be able to 
catch up at summer school. 
Also, teaching aids and books 
which were to help him during 
the regular school year will 
not be purchased. Many tal- 
ented and industrious bright 
students wall no longer be able 
to take the enrichment courses 
which cannot be provided 
during the school year. 


Because Appleton finally ac- 


cepted federal funds for sci- 
ence equipment we have one 
fully equipped junior high 
school 
(Einstein). Appleton 


High School East will also be 
adequately e q u i p p e d and 
A.H.S. West has also added a 
great deal of sorely needed 
equipment under this federal 
program which has been in 
operation so long and to such 
great benefit all over the 
country. These funds are still 
available to new buildings but 
our old junior high schools are 
getting farther and farther out 
of date. The drastic cuts 
proposed in the school budget 
will virtually insure that they 
remain substandard. The gap 
is widening with each year we 
delay renovations and equip- 
ment purchases. The parents 
of students at Roosevelt and 
Wilson 
Schools should be 


aware that their children may 
be at a disadvantage when 
they reach high school. 


These are only a few of the 


proposed items to be cut. 
Many others deserve equal 
publicity but space does not 
permit me to memtion them. 
Some items will be cut, others 
postponed. However, I hope 
parents reading my letter, will 
agree that not all these 
programs are expendable. 


I ask all of you, please know 


the facts before you call your 
alderman. 
Insist 
that the 


necessities be retained. Your 
child's future is involved too — 
even if he is only in kindergar- 
ten now.

ABSURDITIES 


Some of me proposals, in- 


deed, are so ambitious as to 
be almost absurd. They ap- 
pear to represent fee calcula- 
tions of men entirely oblivious 
to me condition of fee state 
treasury, or the resources of 
the taxpayers. 


These are not literally im- 


portant. Inevitably they will be 
cut back. Undoubtedly 
the 


habit of cutting back is one of 
the reasons why the budget 
appellants aim so high in the 
first place. If they ask for a 50 
per 
cent 
boost, 
and 
are 


allowed 25 per cent or 30 per 
cent, they are well ahead of 
the game. The thrifty bureau- 
crat who hesitates to ask for 
generous increases in difficult 
times tends to be punished. 
When the pruning knife is 
brought out. he is likely to be 
cut back along with his less 
considerate compatriots in the 
governmental services. 


But fee lessons of the last 


decade, or more of huge 
inflation of state expenditures 
are clear for all to read. The 
most arduous efforts to hold 
down spending have not been 
sufficient to hold biennial 
increases below 25 per cent, on 
the whole. The effect of such 
increases is cumulative. Such 
a rise in fee new budget would 
amount to more than 1200 
million, which a comparatively 
short time ago represented the 
aggregate of the state's dis- 
bursements. 


This is fee incontrovertible 


and obvious dilemma of the 
state for fee next two years. 
How will fee revenue gap be 
bridged? * * * 
SILENCE 


Lucey and Knowles were, 


more aware of it during their 
long stumping campaigns than 
most others.

been completedly unfounded, 
Miss Robinson said. The drug 
does present many dangers, 
however, such as giving users 
the courage to perform tasks 
their undrugged minds would 
know to be foolhardy. Death 
and crime have resulted from 
its use. The only legal way it 
may now be taken is for 
research purposes. 


Self-Protection 


Miss Robinson's work with 


FDA is largely educational. 
She serves as liaison between 
Dr. James L. Goddard, com- 
missioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration, and the 
consumer public. Her work, 
she says, is really life saving. 
Sometimes it involves protect- 
ing people from themselves — 
from 
their own ignorance 


about the dangers of abusing 
drug use, or from those who 
would exploit them, or mis- 
takenly try to help. 


The original 1937 Pure Food 


and Drug Act stated only that 
It was illegal to ship in

interstate commerce 
drugs 


that 
were 
adulterated 
or 


mislabeled. It took tragedies 
to bring amendments concern- 
ing more specific 
offenses, 


she says. Such events first 
made it mandatory for drug 
manufacturers to prove all 
new drugs safe for humans 
before marketing. The 1962 
Thalidomide incident brought 
about the law stating manu- 
facturers must prove drugs 
both safe and, effective for 
humans, outlining testing pro- 
cedures which must be com- 
pleted by the manufacturer. 


Habit-Forming 


Miss Robinson says that 


many of the problems arising 
from the use of drugs involve 
their side effects. All drugs 
have them, she says, defining 
side effects as results not 
desired for therapeutic rea- 
sons. Barbiturates can be as 
addicting as narcotics, she 
says. So can appetite depres- 
sants. Drugs used, improperly 
can cause hallucinations and 
blackouts. Good drugs when 
properly used can, taken 
improperly, 
give 
teens or 


criminals 
the 
stimulus to 


perform acts they would not 
normally do. 


Many 
of the complaints 


which come to her 
office 


concern 
allergic 
reactions. 


There is no such thing, Miss 
Robinson says, as a compound 
to which absolutely no one 
will have an allergic reaction. 
Much of the problem arises 
because people dp not read 
and follow directions. They 
assume that because a little 
of a drug is good, more is 
bound to be better. 


Withdrawal Of Foods 


While much of her concern 


is with the use and abuse of 
drugs, Miss Robinson's job is 
also involved with food. She 
talked about the removal of 
foods from the market when 
their purity is questionable, 
and said that the fact it is 
done should give the customer 
more, not less, 
confidence 


both in the firm that markets 
the food and in the govern- 
ment. 


She tells ho wthe Food and 


Drug 
Administration 
does 


market basket investigations 
across the country. A person 
shops for a variety of foods, 
just as he would for a family. 
The food is then sent to 
Washington where it is pre- 
pared as it would be in a 
home, in amounts considered 
average for a 16 to 19-year-old 
boy The food is then analyzed 
for 
fallout, 
and for t h e 


presence of pesticides or other 
harmful additives for which 
tolerances have been estab- 
lished. An analysis for nutri- 
tive values is also made. If 
the food meets the recom- 
mended daily allowances for a 
boy this age it is considered 
adequate and a person should 
not need 
food supplements 


unless recommended 
by a 


doctor. 


Out of Reach 


Miss Robinson warns that it 


is never a good idea to take 
drugs during the night without 


' 


getting up and turning on a 
light She warns also against 
leaving drugs where children 
can reach them easily, citing 
aspirin as the leading child- 
killer, with birth control pills 
rising to second place. 


Some of the misuse of drugs 


is simply lack of knowledge. 
The mixing of alcohol and 
barbiturates has only recently 
been recognized as potentially 
lethal. The average citizen, 
asking a pharmacist to refill a 
prescription, may not realize 
he is asking the druggest to 
break the law. and that the 
law was enacted for his own 
protection. 


Can Make Errors 


Miss Robinson says that 


drug firms do a commendable 
job of maintaining excellence. 
Plant control to prevent con- 
tamination and the mixing of 
drugs is at the highest level, 
but, 
human beings 
being 


human, mistakes can be made 
and drugs recalled. Whether 
this happens in the food or 
drug industry, it is 
often 


accomplished without fanfare. 
When it is known the industry 
suffers in its public image 
even though the danger is 
past. 


Her role as spokesman for 


the FDA is one Miss Robinson 
undertook after a career that 
included teaching aviation to 
both American and Brazilian 
soldiers during WW II. She 
was graduated from college 
with majors in education and 
home economics and took her 
master's degree in nutrition. 
After the war she worked for 
the 
American Institute of 


Baking, and then had the 
opportunity to build a new 
department in the FDA. 


In her work about half of 


her time is spent away from 
her Chicago office. Her 'terri- 
tory' is northern Illinois and 
the eastern third of Wisconsin.

They have no genuine control 
or choice concerning these 
forces, so society doesn't hold 
them fully responsible for the 
acts they commit under such 
pressures. Instead of punish- 
ment, the laws generally pro- 
vide for rehabilitation and pro- 
tection. 


In some communities, re- 


cently, the policy of shield- 
ing juvenile offenders from 
publicity has been changed in 
hopes that the shame of being 
exposed to public scorn can 
influence offenders to mend 
their ways. There's no sound 
evidence that this is effective, 
however. 
The "cure" for 


criminality lies in helping each 
individual recognize he has a 
stake in our lawful society and 
he must respect the law to pro- 
tect his future. Making a per- 


son feel he's apart from others 
obviously doesn't lead to this 
recognition, yet that's the re- 
sult of most punishment, wheth- 
er by scorning or by other 
means, That's why I deplore 
the return to the woodshed 
and the psychological docking 
wheel.
